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INTRODUCTION 



The Administration on Aging is a focal point in the Federal Government to 
improve life conditions of older persons. Comprehensive services are being 
coordinated on the community level to help sustain older persons particu- 
larly the old-old in their own homes or in the least possible restrictive 
settings. Additionally, broad policy objectives, as described in Title I of 
the Older Americans Act, have been advanced. 

The Division of Research and Evaluation awarded grants and contracts in 
Fiscal Years 1979 and 1980 to evaluate programs funded under the Older Amer- 
icans Act and to support research to contribute to the well-being of the 
older population by: 

a) Identifying and studying current patterns and factors that affect the 
lives of older persons ; 

b) Developing, demonstrating, and evaluating approaches and methods for 
improving the life circumstances of older persons; 

c) Assessing recent AoA demonstration projects; 

d) CodifVins research on minority older persons; 

e) Establishing a national research conference on technology and the aged; 

f ) Establishing a Gerontological Research Institute to address the problem 
of utilization of research findings. 

Many of these projects reflect the particular attention that the Administra- 
tion on Aging has given to the social and health needs of the very old and 
impaired, whose problems are exacerbated often by social isolation, low income, 
minority status, and/or rural residence. 

This document presents abstracts of research projects, either new or continu- 
ations, funded by the Administration on Aging Division of Research and Evalu- 
ation during Fiscal Years 1979 and 1980. This booklet is organized around 
five topics: Health Care, Social, and Community-Based Services; Older People, 
Families, and the Community; Economics of Aging; Housing and Living Arrange- 
ments; and Special Projects. These topics are described as follows. 

HEALTH CARE, SOCIAL, AND GCMmiTY-BASED SERVICES . . . This section is con- 
cerned with developing knowledge and information on health care, social, and 
community-based services for older persons. Emphasis is on Improvement of 
quality and effectiveness of the delivery of a mix of health and social ser- 
vices for the individual older person who Is in need. Issues covered include 
the demand for and use of health and social services by the elderly, eligi- 
bility nd administrative policies that affect accessibility, quality deli- 
very and coordination of services, and impacts of organizations and legisla- 
tion on health care, social, and community-based services. 



OLDER PEOPLE, FAMILIES. AND THE COMMUNITY . . . This section is concerned 
with developing knowledge and information about characteristics, needs , and 
resources of older persons, ways the needs of older persons are met through 
families, neighbors, and other persons and organizations in their immediate 
environments, and ways various societal conditions ijnpinge on the welfare of 
older persons and affect the manner in which society or the community 
respond to their problems and needs. 

ECONOMICS OF AGING . . . This section is concerned with developing knowledge 
and Information about employment, retirement, and income of the aging both 
those with and those without labor force attachment. A spectrum of issues on 
a continuum between full participation in the labor force and involuntary re- 
tirement is being studied. Attitudes and behavior of older persons and the 
consequences of organizational practices and statutory provisions relating to 
work, retirement, and income are being considered. Such knowledge may provide 
a basis for appropriate modifications of public and private policy and practi- 
ces. 

HOUSING AND LIVING ARRANGEMENTS . . . Ms section is concerned with devel- 
oping knowledge and information on housing and living arrangements of older 
persons. Bnphasis is placed on a range of issues relating to the adequacy of 
the living environment for meeting needs which are not met merely by ensuring 
availability of sound physical shelters, including: secure environment, 
freedom from physical and other barriers to mobility, environments that maxi- 
mize the functional Independence and sociability of older persons, management 
of public programs, and effects of increasing the participation of the aging 
network. 

SPECIAL PROJECTS ... In Fiscal Years 1979 and 1980, the Division of Research 
and Evaluation funded several different types of special projects, including 
two research conferences (on long-term care and technology and the aged) 
several codification studies (services to home-bound aged, community care sys- 
tems and research on minority older persons), a fellowship program, a Geron- 
tological Research Institute, and an instrument -bank utilization grant.

Objectives and Scope 

The Institute of Gerontology at the University of Michigan proposes to conduct 
secondary analyses of data about older black women heads of households from a 
major national longitudinal study.

The National Aging Policy Center on Income Maintenance, housed at Brandeis 
University, proposes a project to examine "Policies Affecting the Income 
Adequacy of the Black and Hispanic Elderly." Using existing national samples, 
the project will: 1) identify the extent and nature of private pension plan 
coverage among Black and Hispanic workers; 2) determine the characteristics 
of various mechanisms for integrating social security and private pensions; 
3) assess the impact of these integration mechanisms on the future retirement 
income of Blacks and Hispanics; 4} compare the situations of Blacks with those 
of Hispanics in relation to the findings outlined above; and 5) compare the 
situations of non-minority persons with those of Blacks and Hispanics in re- 
lation to the findings outlined above. Fulfillment of these objectives will 
provide a knowledge base for policy and planning decisions regarding pension 
integration provisions 3 and for informed planning estimates of the future need 
for social services to Black and Hispanic older persons who may be economi- 
cally dependent. 

Technical Approach 

The project will analyse: 1) the new pension coverage data resulting from a 
supplement to the May 1979 CPS survey; 2) longitudinal survey data on work 
histories; and 3) BLS data on integration provisions in private pension plans. 
Results of these analyses of survey data will be combined to assess by compu- 
ter modeling the interaction of these variables on retirement pension income. 

Recommended Dissemination and Utilization Strategy 

The final report of this project will be produced in a form suitable for dis- 
semination, including an executive summary. The entire report and/or the 
executive summary should be useful for policymakers and planners in a number 
of contexts: decisions focused on the income adequacy of Black and Hispanic 
older persons; specific decisions on pension Integration policies , to minjjnise 
adverse Impacts on Blacks and Hispanics; general pension policy debates; and 
planning for future service systems and delivery capacities for meeting the 
needs of the Black and Hispanic elderly. Accordingly, the recommended targets 
for dissemination are: AoA policymakers and planners; public and private 
pension analysts, administrators, and advisory members; ad hoc National Com- 
issions on pension policies; Congressional members and staff; and Black and 
Hispanic consumer and advocacy groups such as the National Center on the Black

Objectives and Scope 

This project seeks to examine choices and specific options for a national tax 
credit policy to encourage care of the elderly by families and fiends in non- 
institutional settings . A concept paper will be produced to provide Federal 
and State policymakers in the legislative and executive branches with infor- 
mation on various options for a tax credit policy. The two primary objectives 
of the project are: 1} to delineate the choices that must be made in design- 
ing a tax credit policy for care of the elderly; and 2) to articulate the 
probable substantive and financial impact of various options. 

Technical Approach 

The concept paper will be prepared over a five-month period according to six 
major tasks: 1) examine current approaches to tax credit policies for non- 
institutional care of the elderly through written materials, telephone conver- 
sations, and discussions with Knowledgeable persons in AoA, Congress, HHS, and 
IRS; 2) assess the likely programmatic and financial impact of various policy 
options; 3) prepare a preliminary draft paper outlining the dimensions of a 
tax credit plan, alternative approaches, and their expected impact; 4) circu- 
late the draft paper for comment by 25-50 State, Federal, and regional per- 
sons selected for their knowledge of LTC and/or tax schemes; and 5) revise, 
according to comments received and disseminated, 

Recommended Dissemination and Utilization Strategy 

The final paper will be distributed to approximately 150-200 persons including 
the following: selected AoA staff; State Offices on Aging and Health and 
Welfare Agencies, Congressmen, and other national interest groups and associ- 
ations. Federal policymakers will be able to use the paper immediately in 
the policy debate concerning use of the tax system to foster community care of 
the elderly.

Objectives and Scope 

The general purpose of this study is to determine the impact of the Increasing 
female labor force participation on the care of the vulnerable elderly and to 
identify the implications of this trend for public programs and policy. With 
these overall purposes in mind, the proposed study is directed at the following 
objectives: 1) to determine the psychosocial effects of a female caregiver's 
occupational role upon her aged family member; 2) to examine the impact of 
working female caregivers on the use and demand of the formal service sector; 
3) to assess the extent to which the older persons' primary group members 
including family, friends, and neighbors may intercede to replace services 
seriously curtailed or lost because of the employment of the female caregiver; 
and 4) to identify the types of older people most at risk because of the 
employment of their female caregiver. 

Technical Approach 

The proposed research concentrates on secondary analyses of two major geron- 
tological studies. The first was conducted by Litwak (1977) of approxiinately 
1,7^0 older people and their primary caregivers, a study population represent- 
ing a stratified probability sample of community and institutional residents 
in the metropolitan areas of New York and Miami. The other study, by Dobrof 
and Horowitz (1979), is a survey of 203 primary caregivers to the impaired 
elderly receiving supportive services in New York City. Data in both studies 
were collected in personal interviews. The data permit a determination of the 
strength of, and conflict, in commitments to work, family, and caregiving 
roles among the major subsamples of women; and to assess the input of both 
formal and informal networks in the care of the aged. Prijnary data analytic 
techniques to be used include: cross tabulations, multiple regression and 
logistic regression. 

Recommended Dissemination and Utilization Strategy 

It is anticipated that study's findings will suggest numerous recommendations 
regarding policy and service initiatives to address the needs of the aged 
population in light of the changing roles of women. Dissemination plans 
within Brookdale include : preparation of papers for both publication and 
presentation at national conferences; presentation of research findings at 
conferences, workshops and colloquia regularly held by Brookdale Center on 
Aging as part of its ongoing programs; and testimony by staff at hearing and 
meetings with State and Federal official.

Objectives and Scope 

Injuries and fatalities resulting from accidents, involving consumer products 
and building components represent a major health hazard to the elderly and a 
high cost to the nation. To provide cost-effective intervention against this 
hazard requires analyses of the epidemiology and the etiology of accidents as 
a function of age. The proposed research will examine an existing excellent 
accident data base and identify those accident types (called Hazard Patterns), 
involving environments or products which are most hazardous to the elderly . 
For the highest cost or highest priority Hazard Patterns, a detailed human 
factors analysis will be performed, to describe the causes of accidents. 
Based on the information gathered and generated, a "briefing package" will be 
developed and disseminated: 1) to those agencies now serving the elderly; 2) 
to those institutions which are actively engaged in promoting safety; and 3) 
to corporations seeking new product markets and/or concerned with increasing 
product safety. 

Technical Approach 

Over 1.4 million computerized, but brief accident cases, statistically repre- 
sentative of the U.S. population are available for computer analysis by age 
and product category. In combination with 45,000 detailed In-Depth Investi- 
gations, this provides capacity to select -the 50 products and environments 
most hazardous to the elderly. Within these product categories, age-specific 
Hazard Patterns are developed, using knowledge of the human factors losses 
linked to age. A widely used injury cost model is used to select highest pri- 
ority Hazard Patterns . For these priorities , a human factors model which 
examines "misfits" between task demand and human capability permits detailed 
analyses and strong causal inferences about the predicatable sequence of 
events and energy exchanges that result in accidental injury. 

Recomnended Dissemination and Utilization Strategy 

Research products are : information about the types of accidents the elderly 
have; the products and environments most frequently involved; the frequency 
and severity of the injuries; the probable causes of these accidents; and the 
costs to the nation and effects on the lives of the elderly. These products 
will be packaged in several audience-specific formats and disseminated to four 
kinds of institutions, those which: 1) provide direct services to the elderly; 
2) advocate for improved life for the elderly; 3) are mandated to increase 
a ?fc dent safetv > or ^ see business opportunities in products and environments 
with special safety features. The intent of the dissemination is to sensitize 
the nation to a serious problem, and to provide clear information for use in 
both public sector and private sector efforts to reduce elderly accidents and 
to increase their quality of life.
